The Man Brought Before His Victim for 
Trial—Several Cutting Scrapes in the 
“Eighth Street Tard“ A Youth’s Prac- 


tical Joke—Other Cases Up in the Second 
District Court. 


The officials of the Second District Police 
Court have solved a mystery that has long 
been puzzling them. Judge Paxson, who 
presides over the destinies of that 
tribunal and all who come before 
it, has been telling his  fellow-offictals 
of the remarkably low prices at which he and 
his wife always purchased their berries 
and fruits of all kinds. As the judge 
always managed to buy things about 
2% per cent cheaper than anybody else, his 
co-workers at the court began to question his 
fruit stories. To save his own reputation for 
truthfulness and as a special favor to them 
the genial judge gave a few of the court or- 
ficials a quiet tip on where he made 
his purchases. He and his wife always pat- 
roniged J. D. Whitlock, who has a stand in 
Union Market. One of the men went there 
week to purchase some berries, and the 
result was that on Thursday J. D. Whitlock’s 
name appeared on Judge Paxson’s docket 
for using a false measure. The court official 
discovered that Whitlock had his quart 
measure half filled with layers of brown pa- 
per and Whitlock had been selling Judge 
Paxson berries at a reduction of 2% per 
cent by giving bim 50 per cent of 
the berries he paid for. The Judge 
turned a little pale when Whitlock came be- 
fore him and promptly assessed a fine of $100 
in the case. Whitlock was to take an appeal, 
but this morning decided to pay his fine. 
Judge Paxon kept a profound secret the fact 
that Whitlock was the man from whom he 
had secured his bargains in fruits, 
but his fellow-official was more 
talkative, and when His Honor reached court 
this morning he found that every man in the 
building was possessed of the secret. 
Now this was not pleasant. of 
course the court explained that Whit- 
lock had been using another measure when 
dealing with him, but the court officials had 
their own ideas on this point. The Court was 
not, of course, in his usual good humor 
when Whitlock appeared before him, 
this morning. His humor was not improved 
any by Whitlock suggesting that the Court, as 
an old patron of his, should remit the fine, 
Claiming that all hucksters used false meas- 
ures, and he should not be arrested and fined 
and the others let go unpunished. 

**What, after swindling and making a fool 
of me before ali these men you ask me to re- 
mit your nne, said the indignant Court. 
No, sir, Ionly regret that the law will not 
permit me to fine you $500 instead of 3100. 
Whitlock paid the fine and was glad to get 
away with his life. Judge Paxson did not 
linger around court after its adjournment, as 
he is generally wontto do, but had Import- 
ant business that required his presence down 
town immediately.

COMPACT OF DEATH. 


Some of the Rules Governing the Famous 


Suicide Club. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., June 22.—That myste- 
rious association known as the Bridgeport 
Suicide Club has been given new prominence 
since it has become known that E. F. Schmidt 
of Birmingham, whose death was announced 
a few days since, was one of the incorpora- 
tors of the gruesome society and sworn to die 
by his own hand. His suicide also made pub- 
lic the code of rules by which the organiza- 
tion is formed and the qualifications of mem- 
bership. 

None but the initiated have ever known 
what the prescribed qualifications for mem- 
bership are. All candidates were bound by 
a fearful oath before they were even sub- 
jected to an examination. 

It is one of the rules of the order that at 
least two of the members shall shuffle off 
the mortal coil each year by their own hands, 
but it has never been known to outsiders 
whether lots are drawn to decide the victims 
for the sacrifice or whether the members are 
sworn at initiation to destroy themselves 
within a stated time. 

The list of members who have kept the 
faith of the terrible so far is here given: 

First year—August Heisterhagen, found dead in a

According to the rules when the time ar- 
rives for a man to die and for some reason he 
wants to live a short time longer, he may go 
to a member whose demise is fixed at a later 
day and propose to him an exchange of 
dates. If this person proves obliging and is 
willing to act as a substitute for his wavering 
fellow member he may do sO, and as a com- 
pensation for this sacrifice he is allowed to 
die by poison. 

The member who thus gets an extension of 
time must die by the most excruciating 
method, and he can have but one extension 
of time. 

The club has now a reputation that is world.- 
wide. It came into existence about six years 
ago, and at its birth the intention was to ro- 
Strict its membership to six. Upon their 
death the club wasto become extinct, and it 
was not intended that there should be any 
deviation from this plan, but, incredible as 
it may seem, as soon as the existence of the 
club was known they were besieged with ap- 
plications for membership, and as the mem · 
bers could not stand the pressure, they were 
obliged to let others in until the original six 
grew toeighteen. Within the past years the 
Secretary has received two applications for 
membership from France. These propo- 
sitions are now under consideration.

ALBANY, N. T., June 22.—Thieves have been 
at work in the State archives, It is not fully 
known what papers and documents have 
peen stolen, but a careful inventory is being 
taken by the Secretary of State to find out. 
The vandals seem to have appreciated the 
value of the time-stained originals and .to 
have confined themselves tothe old colonial 
documents, hundreds of which are contained 
in the bulky volumes in the Land Board’s 
room of the Secretary of State’s department. 
„New York Colonial MSS.“ is the title of 
each of the big shelves which comprise sixty- 
three volumes and date from 1642 to 1800. The 
discovery of the thefts was made in an odd 
way. A recent catalogue of Merritt’s old 
book store, No. 880 Broadway, made 
mention of the fact that the firm would sell 
the original indenture of Staten Island to the 
British by the Indian date 1670 for $600. The 
attention of Olerk Hooper of the Commission 
ers of the Land Office was called to this and a 
hurried search showed that the old paper 
was missing from the office files. Further 
investigation showed that other deeds were 
gone anda genuine council of war was the re- 
sult. Secretary of State Rice and 
his deputy, Mr. Benedict, called 
on Mr. Merritt to explain and claimed 
the paper. The firm showed that they 
came by the document fn the ordinary course 
of business and had paid $50 for it, Way 
above what the Indians originally got, as 
Mr. Benedict facetiously remarked. The firm 
surrendered the paper at once, and Mr. Bow- 
den, Who brougnt it. back to Albany, par- 
alyzed the State officials by remarking that 
he would give 8.000 for the volume it was 
taken from. Some of the others, he thought, 
might be even more valuable. Everybody 
was sworn to secrecy in the office, and the 
Attorney-General was instructed to trace the 


thief. 
BIG PRICE OFFERED. 

The intention was to keep the matter from 
the publie on the plea that if anybody had 
other pilfered documents for sale they would 
be destroyed. Mr. Bowden, himself, how- 
ever, spoke freely of his missionto Albany, 
of the value of the documents for the office of 
the Secretary of State, and said he had been 
offered his price for the pa perſby a Cicago col- 
lector. The old deed, which has been re- 
turned to its place at page 34, of volume 1, of 
the Colonial manuscripts, is well-preserved, 
though yellow with age. The seals are in- 
tact, and the strange ‘‘marks’’ with which 
the Indian sachems signed are clear and dis- 
tinct as are the names of Count Steenwick.

A memorandum attached provides that two 
or three of the sachems and their successors 
shall every year on May i come to the fort to 
acknowledge tho sale and continue a mutual 
friendship with the Governor. It is also 
stated that several ofthe interested parties 
were children and that certain of the sachems 
signed for them. 

It is thought that the deed was stolen some 
time in 1874 when extensive searches were 
made in the old records on account of certain 
railroads coming into Staten Island. Fortu- 
nately, the State has three cata- 
logues of the colonial papers made by 
Dr. O’Kallaghan. It is said, though the of- 
ficials decline to verify it, that several other 
deeds of that period have been cut from the 
books and very valuable laws and histori- 
cal documents are missing. ‘No blame 
seems toattach toany particular adminis- 
tration for the vandalism. The Secretary of 
State’s officeis a department of record and 
the public has free access to all books and 


papers. 


An Exciting Bunaway. 


Mr. William F. Shilling, Mrs. Aida Wenrich 
and Mrs. Allie Lepper, who reside at 1005 
Chestnut street, started out for a drive last 
evening with a two-horse livery rig, but the 
ride was soon spoiled by a very serious run- 
away accident.

| The appropriation for sending an immi- 
gration commission to Europe was 
made for a public purpose, but 
Secretary Poem was more anxious 
about the Republican campaign in 
Ohio than about the immigration question, 
and asit was necessary to eliminate the 
Grosvenor-Foraker feud from that campaign 
he appointed Gen. GRosVENOR chairman 
of the commission. 

The utter unfitness of GRosvENOR for the 
position was made so apparent the first 
time he got a chance to open his mouth to 
a band of press interviewers, that the Beo- 
retary, for the party’s sake, was oliged to 
bargain for his resignation. But Gros- 
VENOR knew the managers of the party 
machine would pay almost any price to 
bave him rusticated in Europe pending the 
Ohio contest, and he had set his heart on a 
delightful summer tour of the European 
capitals and watering places at public ex- 
pense. To inducg him to surrender the 
immigration chairmanship for ‘‘something 
equally as good,’’ the Secretary had to 
create another tourist office for him. 

The authority for this creation was found 
in a section of the World’s Fair act appro- 
priating $20,000 to be expended at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
connection with the admission of foreign 
exhibits to the fair, and so GRosVENOR is 
appointed Treasury Agent with carte 
blanche to spend that appropriation in 
foreign travel and recreation, under pre- 
tense of assisting the agents through whom 
the Fair managers are soliciting foreign 
exhibits. 

Over this appointment the Fair managers 
lift their eyebrows and express a faint 
hope that GROSVENOR will be too busy en- 
joying himself abroad to meddle much 
with Fair matters. But as the people foot 
the bill and the appointment brings a 
sense of relief to FORAKER and McKINLEY, 
Secretary Fosrer’s point is gained, and 
there is no law under which this practical 
diversion and embezzlement of public 
money can be punished.

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Bloody Attack Upon Italian Laborers at 
the Chain of Rocks. 


DRIVEN FROM CAMP AT MIDNIGHT BY 
AN ORGANIZED ASSAULT. 


“Down With the Dagoes” the Ory of 
the Assailants—Catalize Francisco 
Stabbed Over the Heart and Two 
Others. Wounded—Italian Consul Gi- 
nocchio Investigating the Case. 


A race riot between laborers employed 
at Heman’s Camp, Chain of Rocks, occurred 
ata late hour Saturday night, in which one 
Italian was dangerously stabbed, twenty- 
two of his fellow-countrymen driven from 
the camp, their valuables and money confis- 
cated by the gang of American laborers mak- 
ing the attack, and a race panic inaugur- 
ated. 80 serious were the proportions as. 
sumed by the affair that the Italian Consul 
in St. Louis, Mr. Dominicho Ginocchio, of the 
local wholesale house of i Ginocchio 
Bros., this morning called on Chief of Police 
Harrigan at the Four Courts, demanding 
police protection for his countrymen and be- 
ginning an official investigation of the riot. 
Contractor August Heman also called at the 
Four Oourts, urged by the still threatening 
condition of affairs, and represented to Chief 
Harrigan in the strongest terms, the neces- 
sity of stationing police on the scene of the 
riot. There are likely to be the most serious 
consequences arising from the bloody anti- 
Italian raid, and a rigid and searching inves- 
tigation is now under way. Some of the 
American laborers thought to have been 
implicated in the riot are now 
under arrest at the Four Courts, and it is 
probable that several more arrests will be 
made during the day. The Italian laborers 
driven from the camp are now in refuge in 
the city, to which they fled after midnight on 
Saturday night under threats of death if they 
Gared return to the camp. Bad whisky 
played a prominent part in the desperate 
affair, and the Mala cry’’ was used asa 
means of exciting the American workmen to 
their attack upon the Italians. 

The police are not inclined to give a full 
report of the knowledge in their possession 
until certain further action in the case ts 
taken to-day and will only allow four of the 
seven arrested men to be seen by newspaper 
reporters. Those fourare thought to have 
been among the leaders of the attack upon 
the Italians, and they support that belief by 
telling a story which is entirely non-com- 
mittal throughout and professing ignorance 
of all details which might show that they 
took an active part in the riot. The Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter was, however, enabled 
to see the man upon whose evidence the 
police depend for implicating the ringleaders 
of the murderous affair, and from him ob- 
tained the full story of the riot from begin- 
ning to end. He also named the laborer who 
first started and thereafter led the attack 
upon the Italians. The name of the camp- 
laborer furnishing this information is Ed- 
ward Manley, and he is one of the seven men 
arrested yesterday, held at the Fifth District 
Station, and this morning sent to the Four 
Courts. Manley has been in Contractor He- 
man’s employ for a year past, and although 
present throughout the riot of Saturday 
night, protests that he took no part in it 
whatever. 

He was seen by the PosT-DIsPaTcHu ro- 
porter, through the kindness of Contractor 
Heman, who was himself interviewing Man- 
ley as to the affair, and the story as told be- 
low was given substantially by Manley in 
his statement to the twolisteners. 

TRUE STORY OF THE RIOT. 

The riot was not precipitated, as has been 
Stated, by a quarrel between two factions of 
the Italian laborers. It arose from hard 
feeling caused by the arrivalof the Italians 
at the camp and was brought toa climax by 
the usual Saturday night orgy of the camp 
laborers at a saloon just outside the city 
limits and about one mile from the Heman 
camp. 
on Friday last the first installment of Ital- 
lans, sixteen in number,arrived at the camp. 
Their arrival at once causeda feeling of an- 
tagonism to arise in the breasts of the sixty 
ormore American laborers employed there, 
and the Italians were received in anything 
but a friendly spirit. On the following day, 
Satnrday,seven more Italians came upon the 
scene, and were put to work with the rest of 
thecamp. The first arrivals had been given 
sleeping quarters in a tent a few 
yards away from a house used by the 
laborers of other nationalities, but the sec 
ond party were assigned to the house. Ali 
day Saturday the ‘‘revolt’’ against the em- 
ployment of Italian labor had been gaining 
in strength and ditterness, and although 
there was no apparent organization against 
the Italians, it was plainly to be seen that a 
race conflict was impending. On Saturday 
evening Contractor Workley left the camp, 
leaving for Chicago that night. Immediately 
the story spread thatthe object of his jour- 
ney was to engage a large gang of Italians 
for work at the camp, there being still a 
demand there for 100 additional laborers 
beside those already on the scene. This re- 
port still further deepened the anti-Italian 
feeling, and was largely responsible for the 
sudden midnight outbreak of hostilities, 

A PREPARATORY DRUNK. 

As soon as the camp laborers are paid off on 
Saturday evenings they congregate at the 
saloon mentioned; situated about a mile 
from the camp and located just outside the 
city limits to avoid municipal interference 
with its business. The saloon was estab- 
lished there only about two weeks ago, pur- 
posely to catch the camp trade, and has been 
doing 4 land-office business ever since, most 
of the men’s wages going to its proprietor in 
return for the poisonous liquors dispensed 
over its bar. The scene there last Saturday 
night from 6o’clock on was that ofa grand 
general ‘‘drunk,’’ it is said, and the men 
from the Heman camp were in a condition, 
long before midnight, to vent their anger 
upon the Italians inany desperate way that 
might be suggested. The way was opened up 
for them. It is stated that not until 
the return from the saloon to 
the camp began was the proposition 
advanced to make a raid en masse and drive 
the Italiansfromthe camp. Just as the 
forty or more men, crazy drunk, started 
back for their sleeping quarters, it is 
charged mat William R. Blair, one of their 
number, sprang the idea upon their befud- 
dled and irritated minds of ‘‘driving out the 


drunken mob hurried toward the camp. 
it 


Dagoes’’—as they are called—who 
might be brought tothe camp. No attempt 
was made to pursue the fleeing Italians, their 
departure from the camp apparently com- 
pletely satisfying the attacking party. 

SEVEN MEN ARRESTED. 

The Italians on arriving in the city first 
reported the affair to Capt. Mat Kiely at the 
Fourth District Police Station. They then 
took the wounded Catalize Francisco to the 
City Dispensary, where his wounds were 
dressed, after which de was removed to 
the Italian -lodging-house, 3 South 
Levee. He ig in a dangerous condition. The 
police at once began a rigid investigation and 
at midnight last night arrested Edward 
Manley, John H. Jones, Michael Cahill, Wm. 
R. Blair, Wm. C. Brooks, Fred Reader and 
John Spiller. They were sent to the Fifth 
District Station under charge of Mounted Ot- 
ficers Holwell,Cleveland and Stewart, who had 
made the arrest at the Chain of Rocks. They 
profess ignorance of the affair, saying that 
they were awakened by the noise of the 
Italians fighting amongst themselves and 
merely assisted in driving them from camp 
to secure quiet. This morning Jones, Cahill, 
Blair and Brooks,who alone are allow ed to 
be seen by reporters, still protested that 
they were not in any way responsible for the 
bloody affair, and seemed to be unable to 
give the slightest detail of the beginning or 
progress of the fight. The greatest efforts 
are being made to discover the 
identity of the man who used 
the knife upon Catalise Francisco. 
It is also said that two other Italians, 
Machino Bosqualdo and Juan Mostale, were 
cut during the progress of the fight, but not 
seriously wounded. 

LOOKING FOR INTERPRETERS. 

This morning the seven prisoners, under 
charge of Officer Holwell, were taken 
from the “Fifth District Station to 
the Four Courts for examination. 
The police were unableto complete the ex- 
amination owing to the difficulty in securing 
an interpreter, as many of the Italians do not 
speak English. Most of the latter have 
just arrived from New Orleans and are 
of the genuine ‘‘Dago’’ type. Chief 
Harrigan is now on the look out for the in- 
terpreter who can make clear the evidence 
Offered by the terrified Italians. No warrant 
against the arrested men was sworn out to. 
day, owing to the difficulty of getting the 
Italians’ story. They are still in the 
**holdover’’ at the Four Courts and several of 
them have been visited by their families this 
morning. Contractor A. W. Heman and 
Foreman N. P. Glann were seen at the Four 
Courts this morning. Mr. Heman attributes 
the entire outbreak to whisky, and says 
that such scenes are likely to 
occur any Saturday night unless 
the police afford protection to the camp. 
Foreman Giann left the camp about 7 o’clock 
Saturday evening, and 80 was not present 
during the riot. He heard no threats against 
the Italians during the day. Both men deny 
that the race question cut any figure 
in the affair, but their state- 
ment is overcome by more direct testimony. 
Italian Consul Ginnochio is indignant over 
the attack on his countrymen, and will, 
doubtless enter into preliminary correspond 
ence with his Government on the subject. 
Many of the Italian laborers are still Italian 
citizens, not having been naturalized in this 
country. 

IDENTIFIED BY THE WOUNDED MAN. 

This afternoon Capt. Young of the Four 
Courts sent Special Officer Danaher to the 
City Hospital with John H. Jones, Wm. 
Blair, Wm. C. Brooks, 8. Manley, Frederick 
Roeder, Michael Cahill and John Spellers, all 
prisoners charged with assaulting the Ital- 
lans at the Chain of Rocks yesterday. They 
were taken before John Montonley, who lay 
suffering on a cot, and de was 
asked to point out the men who 
cut him. Pointing to William C. Brooks he 
said he was the one who held him and that 
Ed Murphy stabbed him. He did not know 
who struck him on the head. 
Charges of assault to kill were 
placed against Murphy and Brooks 
and Capt. Youngsent an ambulance to the 
Chain of Rocks for Calatalize Francesco, who 
was stabbed in the side. Warrants will be 
taken out against all he men identified to- 
morrow morning.

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A WOMAN KILLED AND HER BODY MU- 
TILATED. 


London Police Watching Developments in 
the Trial of Frenchy No. The Case 
Called To-Day, but Postponed Until 
Neat Wednesday-—Story of the Butoh- 
ery of Carrie Brown. 


Lorpor, June 22.—A horrible murder was 
discovered yesterday in Whitfield street, 
Tottenham Road. A fallen woman named 
Mme. Ashton was found dead and her head 
shockingly disfigured. The last visitor ob- 
served by the neighbors was evidently a4 
Frenchman, and he is suspected of being the 
murderer, Enormous crowds are blocking 
the streetsin the vicinity and tremendous 
excitement prevails 

The details of this latest revolting London 
crime at once call to mind the Whitechapel 
tragedies, the horrible butcheries of Jack the 
Ripper. But it is doubtful if the same man 


committed the Tottenham road crime who is 
responsible for the Whitechapel atrocities. 

Later developments show that while the 
body of the woman killed last evening was 
mutilated, the work. of the murderer bears 
little resemblance to that of Jack the Rip- 
per. The London police are watching 
developments in the New York case, where 
the officials think they have in the person of 
‘*Frenchy’’ the man who so successfully 
eluded the vigilance of Scotland Yard Jona- 
than Wilds. 


FRENCHY ON TRIAL. 


THE MAN WHO IS SUPPOSED TO BE JACK THE 
RIPPER. 

New Yor«, June 22.—The trial of George 
Frank, otherwise knownas ‘‘Frenchy’’ No. 
lor Jack the Ripper,’’ for the murder 
and the mutilation of Carrie Brown, known 
as Old Shakspeare,’’ which was set down 
for to-day, was postponed until Wednesday 
on account of the iliness of his counsel. 

The crimeof which Frank is accused riv- 
aled in its horrible details the Whitechapel 
murders, which made the name of Jack the 
Ripper the most notorious in criminal 
annals. The scene of the murder was in a 
little, dingy, squalid room up on the fourth 
and topmost floor of a wretched tenement 
house — as the East River Hotel. On the 
night of the murder the prisoner was known 
to have spent a portion of the time in that 
room with Carrie Brown. She was seen to 
enter the hotel in his company. 

THE MURDER. 

The next morning the boy whose duty it 
was to arouse the late sleeping lodgers found 
the woman Brown stretched outon the bed 
naked from the waist down, lying on her right 
side, with both arms twisted and bent under 
her, her head enveloped in fold after fold of 
cloth; the old woman lay stark dead ina 
mass of blood. She had been completely 
disem boweled and the terrible result of the 
operation was drawn out and scattered over 
the entire lower part of the bed. The boy, 
after one glance at the appalling spectacle, 
flew away and gave the alarm. 

The police at once set to work to capture 
the murderers, spurred on by the well- 
grounded suspicion that the man who had 
committed the crime was identical with the 
Whitechapel fiend of London. 

Several arrests were made, but the officers 
were not satisfied until they had the right 
man. George Frank, whose trial was to have 
begun to-day, was placed behind the bars. 

CONCLUSIVE EVIDERCH. 

The evidence against him is pretty con- 
clusive. It is known that he slept in the East 
River Hotel with the woman. They were in 
the dar- room of the East River Hotel to- 
gether that evening. The woman came 
into the hotel at u o’clock with 
an unknown man, and the pair were 
assigned to room 3i on the top floor. Later 
Frenchy entered and took room 88 on the top 
floor. Next morning when Carrie Brown’s 
body was found the man who registered 
with her was gone. Going to room 8 
Frenchy, who had long known the woman, 
was arrested while asleep. His clothing, the 
chair, his socks were all blood stained. Un- 
Ger his finger nails traces of blood corpuscles 
were found. Drops of blood were found on 
the floor of the hall leading from the 
room where the murder took place to 
room i, where Frenchy slept. Specks of 
blood were also found on the wall 
marked by shaking bloody fingers. The pris- 
oner lied as to his presence on the floor on 
he night of the murder. He claimed to 

ve spent the night at other places, 
but his claims were disproved when he 
was taken to the places indicated. 
He was identified by the boy who sent him to 
the room. The bloody broken carving-knife 
found in the room has since been identified 
as Frenchy’s and every circumstance points 
to his guilt. He probably murdered the 
woman for the money she had or through 
jealousy. 

PEN PORTRAIT OF FRENCHY. 

Frenchy is ungainly and awkward, abouts 
feet 10 inches talland may weigh 150 pounds. 
You would think him a Moor or an Arab, and 
he says he speaks French and Arabian. His 
eyes are Dlack, deep set, rather small and 
restive, and he doesn’t like to look anyone in 
the face. That may bea peculiarity, but the 
Inspector takes it as an evidence of guilt, 
His features are sharp, his lips are thin and 
his cheekbones high and prominent. His 
frame is powerful, his legs long and his arms, 
hands and fingers extraordinarily slender. 
—.— right arm is covered with tatooea

In a writing dk in one of the rooms was a 
secret drawer, which opened with a spring 
concealed from sight. There was some money 
and some small pieces of jewelry in 
this. The burglars seemed to have 
plenty of time to devote to the ex- 
amination of this desk, and for some 
reason suspected there was a hidden recep- 
tacle for valuables in it,for there were marks 
of dirty fingers streaked all over the polished 
surface of thg wood.

THE ANACONDA MINE. 


Ita Owners Deny the Report That It Has 
Been Sold. 


New Tonk, June 22.—A San Francisco dis- 
patch was published a fewdays ago in which 
it was said that the famous Anaconda copper 
mine, near Butte, Mont., had been sold for 
$25,000,000 to an English syndicate. The 
owners of the mine are Marcus Daly, J. B. 
Haggin and Lioyd Tevis. Mr. Haggin was 
seen by a reporter last night and he said pos- 
itively that there was not a word of truth in 
the report and that he did not know whether 
the mine would ever be sold. Marcus Daly is 
reported to have said less than a week ago 
that there was not money enough in the 
world to buy the Anaconda mine. About ten 
years ago he sold a half interest inthe mine, 
of which he was then sole owner, it being 
then a mere prospect, to J. B. Haggin and 
the late Senator Hearst for $30,000. Many 
millions were spent in developing it 
with the result of making the mine a power- 
ful factor in the copper market with fits 
heavy annual out put. The mine is at pres- 
ent shut down, as the rallroad which carries 
the ore has ‘Increased freight charges 80 
greatly that the owners refused to pay the 
rates demanded. Mr. Haggin said last night 
that he was at present having a survey made 
and that he would possibly build a rafiroad 
from Butte to Anaconda.

Bad Case ot Domestic Infelicity—Three Di- 


vorces Granted by Judge EKlein—Fair 
Grounds Association Sued for $5,000 
by an Athletic Association. 


A sad case of domestic infelicity was passed 
on by Judge Fisher to-day. It is the divorce 
case ot Paul E. Wolf against his 
wife, Tessie Wolff. Mr. Wolff is a mem- 
ber of the firm of A. 1. Hugerford & Co., shirt 
manufacturers at 408 North Third street. He 
sued his wife for divorce on the grounds of 
bad temper and refusal to grant him his 
marital rights. The case was tried before 
Judge Fisher and went by default, Mrs. 
Wolf not appearing to contest the case. 
Judge Fisher took the case under advisement, 
and rendered his opinion to-day refusing to 
grant the divorce. 

The case has a most remarkable history.

Gray, Clerk of the Court, however, 
that she aid not contest the 
case because she did not wish to offend her 
husband. She loved him, she said, and could 
not give him up. sue hoped that he would 
still come back to her. 

The couple separated this spring. Mrs.

FIST FIGHTS GALORE ON THE RETURN 
TRIP FROM Sr. PAUL, MO. 


Outsiders Seek Trouble in the Camp of the 
Club and Get More Than They Bargain 
For—The Order Committee’s Great 

Work—John Thomas Brady’s Eventful 
Day—Club Officers Indignant. 


There is a deep and widespread feeling of in- 
Gignation to-day among the officers and leaa- 
ing members of the P. A. T. Club, resulting 
from the riotous conduct ofa number of the 
excursionists returning from the fish fry at 
St. Paul yesterday. When the train reached 
the Union Depot last evening no less than 
twenty men got off the coaches with 
bleeding noses and discolored’ eyes. 
All this happened despite the precautions of 
the club, which aimed to give an orderly en- 
tertainment, free from such disgraceful pro- 
ceedings. The affair passed off pleasantly 
for all concerned until 6:30 o’clock last even- 
ing, When the bugle call was given for the 
club members and their guests to board 
the train for the return trip. 
Nothing had occurred up to this time to mar 
the pleasure of the crowd excepting the rain- 
storm and the belligerent disposition of a 
saloon-keeper named John Thomas Brady, 
who was looking for fight from the time 
the train left until it returned to the 
depot. He found an abundance of it before 
the day was over. The Committee on 
Order of which James Cunningham,a sprink- 
ling inspector, was Chairman, performed its 
work well on the ground and prevented 
Brady from starting a disturbance. On the 
way back to the city the contract was too big 
for the Order Committee and fist fights were 
the order from the time the train left st. 
Paul until it reached the city. 

BRADY’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

The club had a special train for the outing 
and had left nothing undone to secure a day’s 
pleasure for everybody. There was a band 
of music and enough edibles and liquid re- 
freshments to supply a crowd three times as 
large. There was no scarcity of entertain- 
ment on the grounds. There were foot races, 
swimming contests, sparring bouts, 

,foot and base games and 
other contests for the amusement of the club 
members and others present. One of the swim- 
ming races came very near resulting in the 
termination of John Thomas Brady’s career. 
Intrying to swim through the treacherous 
current of the Meramec River he was over- 
come by the exertion and would have gone to 
the bottom had not a river pilot named Manly 
followed him up with a skiff. Brady 
was a sick man the balance of the day, but 
he recovered in time to enliven the proceed- 


FIGHTING ON THE TRAIN. 

The train left the station about 6:40 o’clock. 
There were several kegs of beeron board 
andthe managers of the affair thought the 
return trip would be as pleasant as the 
morning run outfrom thecity. They were 
mistaken, however, in their anticfpa- 
tion of a pacific return trip. The 
train had not started before the trouble be- 
gan. A big blacksmith, named Reinhardt, 
who itappears has no co with the 
club, became involved in a row with some- 


the car. 
1 started to make a 
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WAR IN THE REAR COACH. 
Order had scarcely been restored in this 
coach when the report went through the 
train that war was in progress in one of the 


rear coaches. Investigation showed 
that John Thomas Brady had 
several fights on hand. Revolvers 


and knives were drawn, but nobody was 
seriously hurt. There were more than a few 
bloody noses and lacerated faces, however. 
The Committee on Order and the officers of 
the club generally breathed with more relief 
when the train reached the depot. Despite 
the punishment he received the warlike John 
Thomas Brady was still in quest of trouble 
but was prevented from starting another 
fight. Later inthe evening he was seen rid- 
ing n a cab with the man he seemed the 
most anxious tothrash while the train was 
rolling homeward, There was nobody better 
pleased when the train was under the depot 
sheds than Conductor Reynolds and the two 
brakemen who had charge of it. The 
conductor tried to restore peace when 
the trouble first began but seeing the big 
contract he hadon hand he gracefully re- 
tired to a coach where there was less 
animation. The brakemen did the same and 
contented themselves with ascertaining the 
identity of the men who damaged the rail- 
road company’s property. 

The excitement that prevailed during the 
progress of the various fights ran high. Men 
who had no interest in them lost no time 
getting out of the way and the way they 
jumped over seats and scrambled for the 
doors indicated that they were not unmind- 
ful of their danger. They congratulated 
themselves when they reached the depot that 
they escaped so luckily. 


THE CLUB DISGUSTED. * 
The officers of the organization nat 
urally felt disgusted with the con- 
duct of certain of the excursionists, 


and stated after their return that the club 
would be more careful in the future, and that 
objectionable characters would not be per- 
mitted under any circumstances to attend 
the excursions and outings given by the or- 
ganization. High Chief Johnson and his com- 
mittees certainly did all in their power to 
preserve order, and that fights occurred on 
the return trip can be attributed more to out- 
siders than to anybody connected with the 
organization. The Order Committee was 
forced to act and its members employed their 
muscle with telling effect on the sowdies re- 
sponsible for the riotous scenes witnessed on 
the train.

The neue recalls an even larger bet once 
made by Mike Dwyer with Joe Ullman, the 
St. Louis bookmaker. Dwyer is the heaviest 
better on the turf, and when he thinks a 
horse is good he will put up fabulous amounts 
to win comparatively small sums. A Dwyer 
horse was a 1 to 10 favorite at Saratoga in a 
race, and Ullman, who was making books 
there, cut the odds to I tos. Dwyer 
walked up to him and pointing tothe figures 
inquired: ‘*‘Doyou mean it?’’ ‘‘Certainly, 
don't you see it there, was the reply. 
Then I will just take 848, 000 of it, remarked 
Dwyer. Ullman, whois one of the gamest 
bookmakers in the country, hesitated a 
moment. If he lost it would cost him $6,000, 
but if he won it meant $48.000 more in his 
pocket. The chance was tempting and turn- 
ing to his ticket-writer he ordered him to 
make out a ticket for $6,000 against $48,000 and 
he handed the card to Dwyer. The horse 
won. 

A CUNNING BOOKIE. 

There isa wonderful bookmaker who cre- 
ates a sensation every time he tampers with 
**white seal’’ and mixes it up with the juice 
ofthe corn, says the New York Tribune. It 
has a peculiar effect upon him, as he throws 
public opinion to the four winds, and as to 
the poison in the cup it is like a squirt of 
Angostura to give it a flavor. He is ripe 
when the right race comes on, and in his 
recklessness he lays 2 to 1, then 3 to 1, and as 
high as 4tolagainsta4to5shot. The smart 
ones gather around in great crowds, and the 
air is full of bills of all denominations. Men 
ask, Why this multitude?’’ and the answer 
is, „The bookie is drunk; join in, 
let us have fun with him.’’ Sothey bet him 
at the long odds, and scoffand jeer at him. 
His partner makes frantic efforts to stop him, 
but in vain. As he turns sadly away, he says: 
He's so full he don’t know what he is doing; 
we will both get broke.’’ The bell rings. 
They're off!’’ isthe cry, and the crowd 1s 
inline, every man anxious to cash his ticket 
first, asthe bookie has laid so much at a 
false price that each fears he may not get his 
money. 

When the raceis overthe favorite finishes 
fifth or sixth andthe smart fellows sax: A 
drunken man for luck!’’ Verily, wine isa 
mocker, and how long, oh, ye innocents, be- 
fore ye will tumble to the bookie’s methods? 

NEW JERSEY’S POOL LAW. 

There has been much talk for the last two 
orthree months among the sporting frater- 
nity in New Jersey and vicinity about the 
coming decision of the New Jersey Gourt of 
Errors and Appeals, which is expected to de- 
termine whether the summer race course will 
be opened to the public or remained closed. 
Inquiry made Friday by a WorLD reporter 
led to the discovery that the case is one which 
was taken up from the Passaic County Ses- 
sions as far back as 1887. J. Haring kept 

a pool-room in Paterson and conceived the 
idea that an act which Senator Brinkerhotf, 
then representing Hudson County, had passed 
in 1887, shielded him from disturbance. 
Prosecutor Gourley did not agree with Mr. 
Haring, who was indicted and on trial before 
Judge Dixon, and was convicted of keeping a 
disorderly house. He appealed from the 
conviction to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court confirmed his convic- 
tion, and an appeal from its decision to the 
court of last resort wastaken. At the last 
term of the Court of Errors no decision was 
rendered, anditis yet anxiously awaited by 
the owners of the race tracks. Ifthe rulings 
of the lower court are not sustained then 
there will be racing at Monmouth Park.

COLLEGE ROWING. 

The announcement that the University of 
Pennsylvania is going to send an eight-oared 
crew to Europe to row the English universi- 
ties strikes college boating men generally as 
being rather amusing, says a New London 
(Conn.) telegram. It naturally worries them 
a bit, however, when they get to discussing 
the matter from a sensible standpoint. The 
announcement means more to them than ap- 
pears at first on thesurface. It practically 
means that the University of Pennsylvania 
will be considered in England, among the 
masses at least, the crack American college 
crew, the boating men from other colleges 
represented here declare. 

„„What has Pennsylvania ever done to en- 
title her to the claim of champion of our col- 
lege crews?’’ inquired a prominent college 
oarsmantoa group of other prominent ones 
here to-day.- She has done nothing—aDso- 
lutely nothing. And yet she proposes to send 
a crew abroad and convey the impression, if 
she doesn’t openly make the claim, that that 
crew is the champion college eight of our 
great enlightened country. Well, our igno- 
miny won’t be so great as it would have been 
were the men of all the English col- 
lege crews Still together to accept 
Penn’s sweeping challenge. Let us 
be grateful tothink that the summer vaca- 
tion bas scattered the men and caused them 
to give up training. If it hadn’t the self - ap- 
pointed upholders of American college row- 
ing championship might make us seem ri- 
diculous.’’ 

Another well-known college oarsman said 
that of all crews to exhibit abroad, Pennsyl- 
vania would afford the most amusement for 
English university boating men, which would 
be very unfortunate and humiuliating tothe 
Americans. Mind you,’’ he continued, 
by way of explanation, I am not cast- 
ing any refiection on the men 
in the Pennsylvania shell. If they 
don’t row in beautiful form that may not be 
their fault. The boating authorities of Penn- 
sylvania have different ideas about rowing 
than those of any other college. Pennsylvania 
cares nothing for form. It doesn’t make 
Pennsylvania nervous to see their crew 
‘wobbling’ about in the boat. In their 
opinion, good body work evidently doesn’t 
have anything to do with speed—it is only for 
show. Now, if the Yale or the Harvard crew 
went abroad the people on the other side 
would admire them, even if they did get 
beater. They would both have their elegant 
forms to retrieve them. 

„»The Pennsylvanians are not accepting 
any challenge from the crack English college 
crew as the champions of America, they say. 
They are merely going to send their crew 
abroad because they want to. It isn’t any- 
body’s business except their own, and if they 
get beaten no one else need to weep. The 
Pennsylvanians think that they have just as 
much right to the title of champion as either 
Yale or Harvard, providing that they can 
beatthe two crews with which they race. 
Yale and Harvard are too exclusive, they 
claim. The winner of that event wouldn't 
give the winner of the event in which Penn- 
sylvania, Cornell and Columbia figure a race 
no matter how badly the latter might want 
it. And Pennsylvania thinks that other col- 
leges have just as good a right tothe title of 
champion as these two big universities, and 
that a smaller college can have just as good 
a crew. 

The University of Pennsylvania first sent a 
crew to New London two yearsago. In that 
year the Pennsylvania crew hada race with 
the Yale ’Varsity crew. The Yale crew nearly 
lost the race, too, through carelessness. The 
Pennsylvanians had been characterized as 
the crew with the Let her go, Gallagher, 
stroke, and Caldwell, Yale’s famous stroke 
oar, started offatalazy gait. The Pennsyl- 
vanians bent themselves almost double and 
pulled for all they were worth, getting the 
lead. Caldwell saw that he wasn’t merely 
practising, and he hit the stroke up. The 
Yale crew didn’tdo their best, however, not 
thinking it necessary. The Penns did, how- 
ever,and nearly stole a march on the veteran 
blues, compelling the latter to row in reality 
on the last half mile. That was the first and 


the last race the Quakers had with the 
Yankees. They rowed Cornell the same year 
and were beaten, and repeated the affair 
again last year. This yearthey will contend 
with the Columbia and Cornell. Those who 
have seen the present Pennsylvania crew at 
work don’t think they row any better than 
the two previous crews that were here.
